For 30 odd years Leonard 
Chisholm has operated a mink 
farm, off Hopkins Street. It has 
been a farm about which 
Wilmington residents rarely spoke, 
because they wanted to be good 
neighbors. 

The pelts from mink are valuable. 
No one spoke of the farm because 
no one wanted to see the animals 
stolen from the Chisholm family. 

Last week some neighbors made 
allegations about the farm to Greg 
Erickson and the Wilmington 
Board of Health. The neighbors 
alleged at least five unregistered 
junk cars are said to be on the 
Chisholm property; they further 
alleged there was debris and 
possible contaminants buried on the 
property. 

Twenty-four signatures were 
affixed to the letter, all of whom 
seem to be neighbors.

The signers asked for an 
immediate investigation into the 
allegations, and further, for a Cease 
and Desist Order, or something 
similar, on the development of 38 
acres of the property now planned 
to be the site of several hundred 
condominiums. 

A hearing was held in the Board 
of Health office late Monday 
afternoon. Ten nearby residents 
were present. The hearing was 
conducted by Dr. James Ficociello, 
board chairman. Milton Calder of 
the Board of Health and Greg 
Erickson, Health Director, were 
also in attendance. 

Attorney Bill Wagner, of the 
Reading firm of Latham and 
Latham represented the Chisholm 
family. Also present was Jay Tighe, 
who has announced he is 
purchasing 38 acres of the 
Chisholm farm for the purpose of

constructing condominiums. 

Dr. Ficociello told the group that 
unlicensed and unregistered motor 
vehicles may be ordered removed 
within 10 days. However, to inspect 
the property there must be 
permission, He assumed (and there 
was no negative response) that the 
attorney would grant such 
permission. 

Attorney Wagner told Dr. 
Ficociello that the Department of 
Engineering Quality Evaluation 
(DEQE) has been on the farm in the 
past week. Any dumping on the 
farm, Wagner said, came from a 
third party. Neighbors disagreed. 

Further conversation by Dr. 
Ficociello was to the effect that it is 
“beyond the particular expertise of 
this board to investigate.” It is, he 
said, "up to the Department of 
Public Health of Massachusetts. It is 
worthy of investigation.” 


Speaking of the request for an or- 
der to Cease and Desist, Dr. Fico- 
ciello told the group that "if you 
want to work together” he would be 
happy to assist if he is able to. 

Dr. Ficociello was told by Mrs. 
Surprenant that "we have witnesses 
who do not wish to come forward" 
about the burial of "something" in 
the area. Mr. Tighe, she said, has 
removed the trash. 

Tighe stipulated that he went 
down there to clean up, and not as a 
result of the letter, He had received 
the letter after he had started work 
on the cleanup. 

Dr. Ficociello observed that his 
board could "work directly with 
the developer - so much the better!" 

Ficociello said that if the material 
is hazardous his board could not

Teacher transfers still draw fire

An ongoing concern over a large 
number of teacher transfers in the 
Wilmington School System once 
again came under discussion at a 
school committee meeting. 

The majority of committeemen 
last week backed Supt. Robert 
Horan's action in moving close to 
60 faculty members within the 
system, some for reorganization 
purposes. Committee members 
took exception to the fact that some 
teachers transferred involuntarily 
didn't follow the normal grievance 
process but instead discussed the 
transfers with students and parents. 
This, they claimed, . was 
“unprofessional.” They also said 
they'd had few complaints from 
parents so they assumed there 
wasn't a problem. 

Michael Thomas, who was one of 
the most vocal on the subject, told 
fellow members,"I'm a little put 
out by the whole thing.” He claimed 
the children are being used as 
pawns and the school committee's 
first priority should be to look out 
for the student's welfare. He said 
later in the meeting he was 
concerned with how teachers were 
notified. 

Horan recognized the transferred 
teachers are “emotionally dis- 
traught"” but he said contacting 
parents about the transfers was 
conduct unbecoming a profes- 
sional. He added he sent transfer 
notices earlier than usual to allow 
teachers enough time to “handle” 
them, 

While Bob Peterson deplored the

“gorilla tactics” used by certain 
teachers to gain public support, 
James Demos said he still was 
troubled by the “enormous” change 
in assignments. 

There was some dispute over the 
way teachers at the North 
Intermediate were notified leading, 
claimed two parents, to a morale 
problem at the school. Principal 
Mary Driscoll admitted she had to 
notify two of five teachers via the 
loudspeaker system because of time 
constraints. The announcement was 
reportedly made while children 
were taking lowa tests. 

"My kid that day had a really bad 
day. 1 want to know why,” said 
James Ficociello, who added he was 
concerned with "the appearance of 
arbitrariness," the “callousness,” 
inept way” the 
whole transfer issue was handled. 

Bridget Zukas noted this was the 
first time the school committee was 
involved in transfers, even though 
in the early 1980's eight principals 
and 14 teachers were moved. From 
now on, she said, she was going to 
refer to this issue as 
"Transfergate.” 

Reportedly, eight individual 
grievances out of 57 transferred 
teachers have been filed by the 
Wilmington Teachers Association 
(WTA). More was expected to be 
filed Friday. 

One grieving teacher, Ms. 
Flight-Greco of the high school 
English Dept. told committeemen 
she was very upset and "very 
demoralized” by her transfer to the 
West Intermediate School. 

WTA President Mathew Joyce 
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referred to Wilmington teachers as 
sensitive individuals who let their 
feelings be known, In a WTA 
Position Paper distributed after the 
meeting, the WTA took a strong 
stand against the "indiscriminate" 
reassignment of "scores of teachers 
for no apparent reason,” 

The paper also stated "To casually 
transfer teachers involuntarily for 
the ‘sake of change’ makes as much 
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educational sense as transferring 
students from one school to another 
for the ‘sake of change.’ 
Throughout the plans for reor- 
ganization, the Central Office has 
taken meticulous care to inform 
and meet with parents to make the 
transition more palatable. No such 
care was provided teachers, despite 
the contractual provisions regu- 
lating involuntary transfers.”

Funding awaited 
for pilot program 


Forty gifted and talented students 
in grades seven - 11 will explore 
specific areas of Electronics and 
Chemical Laboratory Technology 
beginning next fall at Shawsheen 
Tech., pending funding by the 
state Department of Education. 

"If the program is funded, we're 
ready," said Dr, Elizabeth 
Keroack, Shawsheen teacher who 
served as coordinator of a 
committee that has been working 
since February to develop a model 
for students within the Shawsheen 
District communities. Their efforts 
were made possible through a 
Collaborative Gifted and Talented 
Planning grant. 

Committee members are educa- 
tors from Billerica, Burlington, 
Tewksbury and Wilmington 
schools, as well as Shawsheen. 
Members include: Maureen 
Sullivan (gifted coordinator) and 
Donna Tuttle (work study 
coordinator) from Billerica; 
Regina Salviati (guidance 
counselor) from Burlington; Jerry 
Connolly and Margaret Mar (gifted 
and talented coordinators) from 
Wilmington; Linda Hare and Mary 
Murray (gifted and talented 
coordinators) from Tewksbury; 
and Paul Davis (electronics), 
Arthur Thompson (mathematics), 
Peter Quirk (chemical laboratory) 
and Daniel Trainor (guidance) 
from Shawsheen. 

Culmination of their efforts is 
Shawsheen Program for advanced 
Career Exploration (SPACE), an 
offering that will provide an 
interactive, state-of-the-art envi- 
ronment for participants. 

Development of SPACE included 
workshops, on technical communi- 
cations, creativity and leadership. 
“To develop the model, we needed 
more theoretical background and 
ideas for practical application,” Dr. 
Keroack explained. 

To assess interest, letters were 
sent to middle school students 
already in gifted and talented 
programs, their parents and 
teachers, as well as administrators 
who impact on these programs. 
This needs assessment "is mostly 
completed,” Dr, Keroack said. 

"There is nothing else of this 
nature that has what this program 
does,” Dr. Keroack said. "Many 
programs are humanities based, 
and address younger students. This 
is a collaborative effort, technically 
based, and it involves high school 
students.” 

The model provides for 
participants to attend once a week, 
from 3 to 5:30 p.m. with some 
optional Saturdays. Students elect 
one or more phases; electronics 
will offer two phases, and chemical 
laboratory five. "There is also 
flexibility within this structure,” 
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Dr. Keroack said. 

Shop descriptions in the needs 
assessment suggest some areas 
students might explore. In chemical 
technology, questions are posed: 
Have you ever wondered how 
astronomers know what elements 
are in the outer galaxies without 
traveling there? What is acid rain? 
What chemicals are found in the 
Shawsheen River and what does 
their presence mean? "These and 
many other questions can be 
answered in a complete modern 
analytical chemical laboratory with 
you as the chemical technician.” 
Proposed projects include deter- 
mining the strengths of antacids and 
acidity levels of rain, analyzing tap 
water and fresh water, and making 
batteries, for example. 

Electronics students can explore 
how the integrated “chips” or 
“bugs” in personal computers 
work, how electronic circuits, at 
lightning speed, can add, subtract, 
multiply, divide and memorize an 
display numerical dat ‘Projects 
that satisfy your engineering and 
technical curiosity using a hands-on 
digital approach" might include 
determining the timing sequence of 
control signals such as those in a 
traffic light; measuring binary 
coded decimal signals, such as those 
in timers, through the use of an 
oscilloscope; and jalyzing 
seven-segment display decoders 
‘such as those in a digital clock. 

Goal of the program is for 
students to demonstrate new career 
awareness, as well as technical 
skills and leadership potential, Dr. 
Keroack said. "We would like them 
to be able to present results to 
appropriate, interested audiences, 
in a written and oral manner 
according to the dictates of good 
technical communications," she 
noted. 

Shawsheen expects to hear in June 
about funding for the pilot 
program, which has been applied 
for through an implementation 
grant. If funding is approved, then 
the committee will recruit a staff 
and a liaison committee, which will 
select participants. Each program 
will have a primary technical 
instructor and two adult technical 
staff assistants.

Some confusion surrounds this 
year's sixth grade graduation at 
Tewksbury's North Street School. 
The format has been changed this 
year, according to Principal Bill 
Tsimtsos, but not eliminated. 

North Street PAC chairwoman 
Louise Kelley said the school has 
had a small graduation ceremony 
for the past two years. This year, 
she said, Tsimtsos cancelled the 
ceremony, then received calls from 
a number of concerned parents. 

So, she said, the principal decided 
instead to hold a pizza party for the 
students, with diplomas given out in 
the two sixth grade classrooms. The 
pizza party is set for June 18. 

"We didn't eliminate the grad- 


uation,” the principal said recently, 


"we only changed the format.” 

Tsimtsos said the kindergarten 
graduation will be held as usual, 
this year at 9 and 10 a.m. on June 
16, The kindergarten graduation 
will be televised, he said, and will 
involve singing and folk dancing. 

The graduation of the sixth 
graders, however, will, not be 
televised this year. Instead, the 
principal said, the students will put 
on two televised plays, set for 
taping on June 8. 

"We're the only school that does 
anything for sixth graders," he 
said, The sixth grade is the final 
year of school at North Street. 
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Housing conference extolls Chapter 774

“We in Massachusetts face a 
significant shortage of affordable 
housing." Saying this, Assistant 
Attorney General Maria Lopez 
kicked off the Affordable Housing 
Leadership Conference at 
Wellesley's Babson College last 
Thursday. 

Following a buffet dinner, 
approximately 90 planners, 
selectmen, housing authority 
members, and other town officials 
from the MetroWest region 
listened as a number of experts 
spoke on the housing crisis and the 
Chapter 774 law designed to 
override overly restrictive local 
zoning ordinances and bring homes 
into the low to middle income 
range. 

Chapter 774 of the Acts of 1969 
has received wide publicity lately in 
Wilmington and neighboring towns 
as developers try to use it to push 
through dense multi-unit devel- 
opments. Similar proposals, in 
many cases, are turned down 
consistently at town meeting, The 


law provides that developers can 
bypass town meeting to attain a 
comprehensive permit in exchange 
for a percentage of units set aside as 
affordable. These units fall under 
state guidelines and regulations. 

Other keynote speakers at the 
conference included Murray 
Corman, chairman of the Housing 
Appeals Committee (EOCD); 
Garen Bresnick, Executive 
Vice-President of the Home- 
builders Association of Mass- 
achusetts; and Alex Rodriguez, 
representing the Massachusetts 
Commission Against Discrim- 
ination, 

Lopez outlined the need for low 
cost housing and spoke of the long 
wait for such homes which, "takes a 
toll in human and economic terms." 

In a provocative speech, Bresnick 
contended that, in the last decade, 
towns have promoted one and two 
acre zoning and have "created their 
own problems." He accused 
planners and the building commu- 
nity of "never getting their act 


Application received for 
second affordable housing 
project in Tewksbury

A second project with affordable 
housing has been placed before the 
Tewksbury Board of Appeals, this 
time seeking to construct a 60-unit 
condominium complex off Benson 
Road in South Tewksbury. 

Benson Road is located off South 
Street, near the Wilmington town 
line. The project will sit on an 
18-acre parcel of land off Benson 
Road and. will consist of four 
multi-family buildings housing a 
total of 60 condo units. Twenty of 
the units will be eligible for state- 
subsidized mortgages under the 
affordable housing laws. 

Tewksbury developer Armando 
DeCarolis presented plans for the 
project to the appeals board on 
Thursday night. Because of the 
comprehensive permit process, the 
appeals board will now seek inputs 
from other town agencies prior to 
holding a public hearing on the 
project. The board set a date of 
June 25 for the public hearing, and 
the DeCarolis project will be the 
only topic on the agenda that night. 

The 60-unit project first appeared 
on Wednesday night, during a 
meeting of the affordable housing 
committee. DeCarolis presented the 
plans to the committee for infor- 
mational purposes and rejected a 
request from committee member 
Bill Hallisey to hold off submitting 
the project to the appeals board. 
DeCarolis told the committee that 
he wanted to begin the project 
before September and went on to 
present the proposal to the appeals 
board the following night. The 
developer said he wants to build 
two of the 15-unit buildings this 
year and complete the remaining 
iwo buildings next year. 

Affordable housing committee 
chairman Robert Fowler, who is 
also chairman of the town planning 
board, questioned the number of 


parking spaces available in the 
project. Current plans call for 85 
parking spaces for the 60-unit 
complex, which would result in less 
than 1.5 parking spaces per unit. 

DeCarolis told the affordable 
housing committee that the project 
would need to come before the 
conservation commission, due to 
the proximity of wetlands in the 
area,

The annual event will feature 
canoe races, a fishing derby, horse- 
shoes, a barbeque cookout and a 
tug-of-war, all on the banks of the 
Shawsheen River. 

S.W.E.A.T. officer Jack Barry 
said the group is also considering 
plant and wildlife identification 
contests for River Day. 

Barry said S.W.E.A.T. will be

This year’s 
River Day, he said, will also give 
people a chance to learn about the 
Shawsheen River and perhaps 
contribute to its clean-up.

Bresnick did advocate cluster 
housing developments with single 
family homes clustered around 
open space and the use of a land 
bank to attain open space and, 
ultimately, more affordable homes. 

Corman chairs the five member 
committee which determines 
whether a developer does or does 
mot get a state comprehensive 
permit. To date, he said, 81 
decisions have been issued on Chap 
774 in Massachusetts. In addition, 
26 appeals are in active stages 
pending negotiation, hearings, or 
litigation. 

Corman had nothing good to say 
about communities which throw up 
a "stone wall” because they don't 
want housing legislation "forced" 
on them. He claimed many abutters 
which oppose 774 are from the 
NIMBY (not in my back yard) 
school. These same abutters, he 
said, often lose their credibility by 
“crying wolf.” 

In a workshop later in the 
evening, Corman said there were 
some arguments his committee 
listened to. For example, if a 
proposed development would 
exacerbate an existing neigh- 
borhood problem such as poor 
drainage and neighbors had expert 
testimony to prove this would be 
the case, his committee would 
probably find against the 
developer. He also promised his 
committee is “not going to outrage 
an existing situation in a 
neighborhood” by allowing high 
density proposals. Instead, he said, 
density has to parallel that in other 
multi-unit zones in the town. 


Corman was eloquent on the need 
for more affordable housing saying 
many units set aside under Chap 
774 go to the elderly and young 
people in one’s own community. He 
advocated a team approach, urging 
towns and developers to work 
together to overcome objections 
and meet housing goals. 

Corman praised the com- 
prehensive permit process saying, 
"I work in a program that has some 
teeth and, because it has teeth, it 
produces results.” At the same time 
he recognized that many local 
appeals boards and town counsels 
are unfamiliar with the 774 
process. 

During later discussion it was 
brought out that many developers 
are now applying to the HOP 
(Homeownership Opportunity 
Program) for funding. Under 
HOP, if a developer receives a 
comprehensive permit through the 
town, 25 percent of those units have 
to be affordable. If a developer 
receives a state comprehensive 
permit after being turned down at 
the local level, 40 petcent of the 
units have to be affordable. 
Application prerequisites include a 
commitment or conditional com: 
mitment for construction financing 
for the units and the demonstration 
of the fact that the builder will 
begin construction within a 
“reasonable” time frame. If there is 
“significant” delay during the 
Project's construction or marketing 
period, the funds for the housing 
may be reallocated. 

A representative of one building 
association told those present that 
smaller projects or scattered site 
homes under Chap 774 are not 
economically feasible from a 
developer's standpoint. However, 
he added, if the town provides the 
land and keeps control of the 
homes, this would be a viable 
alternative looked on favorably by 
EOCD. 
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It has been an incredible month in Wilmington. Mike McCoy, the 
person who many remember as the “nice kid, down the street” has 
become a selectman of Wilmington. His first month has been a 
combination of Luther, nailing the paper to the door; of New York in the 
1870's, when Boss Tweed and Tammany were a subject worthy of note; 
and of Franklin D. Roosevelt, trying to "reform" the Supreme Court. 

How did Mike suddenly arrive at this position? 

The main factor is that his uncle is a state representative, and that his 
uncle has some problems about a place called Wilmington Square. That 
problem was foreseen three quarters of century ago, by a man named 
Griffiths. Griffiths made a plan and proposed that Wilmington Square be 
bypassed, to the selectmen. Nothing happened. 

A quarter century later A. Chandler Manning made a similar plan and 
proposed it to the selectmen. Again nothing happened, 

A quarter century ago Rep. Fred Cain, working with Professor 
Charles W. Eliot and the Wilmington Planning Board, produced a third 
plan. It was engineered, and a call was to be made for bids when 
Congress passed a wetlands protection act. Fred Cain's bypass died with 
that Congressional act. 

There have been many proposals since then, all of no consequence. 
‘Surveyors have spent more money than the Fred Cain bypass would have 
cost. No one can come up with a suitable answer. 

The main reason is that new homes have been built, and are being 
built. There is no “sensible” path left. 

But there seems to be no suitable engineering answer for the 
‘Wilmington Square puzzle. Things just keep getting worse. 

Three years ago the chairman of the Wilmington selectmen got 
political ambitions, in Middlesex County. He tried to line up support and 
of course Rep. Miceli was an obvious choice. 

A deal was reportedly made, Nothing was ever announced, but rumor 
has it Miceli might help Ballou if his nephew was appointed to the 


realized that McCoy was sitting at the planning board table. 

He never had anything to say. Reporters from this paper never heard 
him speak, and they were present at about 90 percent of the meetings. In 
the last few meetings he did speak a little. 

Otherwise he just sat and sat. 
Then, this spring, he was one of four men who were running for the 
post of selectman, It was, at first, a "gentleman's race.” 

Suddenly, in the last week or so Miceli and McCoy “blitzed” the town. 
There was an extensive mailing by Miceli. There was also an 
advertisement warning the voters to “look out for dirty tricks.” 

Another advertisement had the names of many voters who endorsed . 
McCoy. Most were freely given. Some were from people who had 
received political "favors" from Miceli. It seems that Miceli had a big 
notebook, and that he was calling for payment for favors received, 

For good reasons some persons were reluctant but they allowed their 
names to be used. Others found to their amazement that they were in a 
position of endorsing a person of whom they had no knowledge. This 
included a person with a state position. There has never been any public 
apology for that action. 3 

McCoy was elected. Suddenly the people of Wilmington leamed his 
uncle had "enemies." McCoy made accusations in the selectmen's 
meeting, and kept it up. Finally the other selectmen silenced him. 
McCoy it seems, was out to destroy, politically, any person who 
might help to engineer a plan for Wilmington Square. As‘Such, to name 
a few, the members of the Wilmington Redevelopment Authority became 
his targets. 

The WRA members, hardworking, sincere, had converted a 40 acre 
wasteland into a high taxpaying competent area. They had worked 
prudently, always with advice of competent legal counsel. 

But then they had the audacity to go before the Town Meeting and 
Propose that they help solve problems along Route 38 etc.; problems 
which could be caused by the state, when and if Wilmington Square is 
rebuilt. The problem which has been Mr. Miceli’s to solve has been 
taken over in part by the WRA, in a town meeting vote. 

A town meeting vote is the town speaking. The only thing to do, in 
this case, it would seem, is to destroy the credibility of the WRA. 

And the way to do it is politically. That's where McCoy gets into the 
picture.

Tewksbury and Wilmington are currently howling over the sudden 
impact of affordable housing on the communities. The laws which 
mandate affordable housing have been on the books since passage of 
Chapter 774 of the Acts of 1969, but only recently have the laws been put 
into use. 

Two condo projects in Tewksbury and two in Wilmington are now 
drawing fire from area residents. The four projects combined total 
roughly 900 new condo units, and more such projects can be expected 
before the towns reach the state-recommended level of 10 percent 
affordable housing. 

Because a fraction of the 900 units will be state-subsidized and 
therefore deemed "affordable," the towns are literally handcuffed in 
dealing with the onslaught of new building proposals -- the towns may try 
to negotiate for a better deal, but voting the project down simply allows 
the developer to go to the state for assistance. So far, the state housing 
appeals board has voted in the developer's favor in roughly half the 
appeals cases. 

Debate in both towns currently seems to point to an outraged public 
who simply do not want to see thousands of new condo units built in their 
backyards. Or, to look at the situation from the state's point of view, 
Tewksbury and Wilmington would be considered snobbish by saying no 
to the affordable housing proposals, and the laws would then make 
certain that the housing would be built as required, regardless of any 
objections from snobbish voters. 

So far the four projects are still in the discussion phase. Neither town 
has voted against any of the pending projects. Upon a vote of nay, 
however, the developer may appeal to the state to override the vote of the 
town appeals board. Under the comprehensive permit process, the 
developer needs only apply to the board of appeals, which will then 
circulate the plans to the various boards. 

The voters themselves, by the way, are powerless to stop an affordable 
housing project. Historically, any proposed condo project would first be 
Placed before the voters at town meeting, in order to have the land 
rezoned for Multi-Family use. The law now gives that rezoning power to 
the appeals board. The board may listen to voter complaints during the 
public hearing process, for whatever it's worth, but the board is not 
Tequired to act upon the complaints. Affordable housing units will 
continue to be proposed and built, and there is little that can be done by 
voters. 

But Tewksbury and Wilmington are not alone. Virtually every town in 
Massachusetts is staring down the barrel of the affordable housing 
cannon. Some state officials are applauding the affordable housing rules, 
saying that they will finally meet the growing demand for new housing in 
Massachusetts. Developers don't seem to mind the laws, because now they 
have the state's blessing -- and assistance -- to go ahead and build condo 
projects, provided at least 25 percent of the units are state-subsidized. 
‘The developers will still show a profit, legally, but now the state will 
back them up if the obstacles become too great. 

‘The only people who don't enjoy the affordable housing rules, it would 
seem, are the voters themselves. Their towns are being crowded with 
affordable housing projects, and their right to control what happens in 
their home towns is being chipped away. 

But history has shown, repeatedly, what can happen when the voters 
don't like what is placed before them. State legislators who wish to keep 
their jobs would do well to look into the impact of affordable housing on 
their constituent towns -- and their townsfolk.

Dear Larz: 

Last month I requested answers to 
certain questions I had relating to 
the sale of our property to the 
Redevelopment Authority. 

The town manager obtained some 
of the information I requested and 
the chairman of the Redevelopment 
Authority Jay Donovan refused to 
send any of the information that 
was requested of him by the town 
manager. f 

After reviewing the town man- 
ager information which included 
some of the transactions Jay was 
involved in during the last six 
years, I now know why he refused. 

For instance in July 1984, 928 
acres was sold to a developer for 
$337,665. The developer built a 
102,900 sq. ft. building on this 
parcel. This land had all utilities 
including sewer. 

The authority should have sold 
this land for two to three times this 
amount. 

At the best they're lousy busi- 
nessmen and the taxpayers paid for 
their mistake. 

Another example: In August of 
1981, 2.77 acres with all utilities 
was sold to a purchaser for 
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$68,940. He built a 25,000 sq. foot 
building on the site. In January 
1982 this building was sold to 
another buyer for $725,000. 

Yet Mr. Donovan allowed the 
original buyer to default on 
$21,084 owed to the authority for 
“back rent" by the original 
purchaser. This is outrageous! 
Once again the taxpayers of 
Wilmington took another beating 
by virtue of a “motion” passed and 
voted by the authority. 

That's why I am committed to 
returning all the monies the 
Authority has back to this town.

noises trying to make it seem that 
the WRA is at fault. 

The WRA has money in its 
treasury. By vote of the town 
meeting they are empowered to 
help improve the situations in 
Wilmington square, and at other 
places along Main Street. There are 
problems there which have been 
“hanging fire” for many years, and 
if the WRA can help to solve those 
problems it will be better for 
everyone. 

As for the WRA: Take, for 
instance, the case of Altron, one of 
the companies which has located in 
Wilmington, thanks to the WRA 

Ten years ago that company paid 
$9,523 in taxes. 

McCoy is alleging the town was 
cheated when that company bought 
some wetlands, in order to "round 
out” its property. 

In 1986 that company owned 
property, land and buildings valued 
at $3,825,900, and paid taxes 
totaling $83,519. 

What is wrong with that? Is there 
any taxpayer in Wilmington who 
doesn't want that money being paid 
into the town's treasury? 

McCoy is making noises about a 
piece of property which was sold 

for $337,665. He says the town 
should have received three times as 
much, 

Has McCoy ever gone down to 
look at the land, and the building? 
Does he know what he is talking 
about? 

In the fall of 1984, after that land 
was sold, valuations for industrial 
and commercial properties in- 
creased by 37 percent. That is an 
important factor, when it comes to 
discussion of property values. 

Take that $337,665, multiply by 


McCoy's suggested figure of three 
and you get a value of about $1 
million, and that without adding in 
the 37 percent increase in land 
value. 

There is a building on that lot 
which may have cost $750,000, 
maybe more, maybe less, without 
adding in the 37 percent, that value 
comes out somewhere around 
$1,750,000. . 

This year the town is taxing that 
property on an assessed valuation 
of $1,715,000. 

Mr. McCoy had better go down 
and talk with the WRA members. 
Maybe they can educate him on 
facts and figures. 

As for his remarks about Arlene 
Surprenant. The lady is one of the 
best reporters in the area. She was 
working for the Town Crier long 
before Mike McCoy began shooting 
off his mouth.

The Tewksbury Airport 


The Hupper family of Wilming- 
ton purchased the Tewksbury 
Airport in 1958. It is privately 
owned, and open to the public, with 
two runways, 100 aircraft, a small 
restaurant, and lots of aircraft 
engine repairs. 

It offers advanced training and 
single and twin engine charter 
services, which is much like a 
limousine service. 

There are $2 airports in 
Massachusetts open to the public of 
which 26 are privately owned. In 
the United States there are 480 
airports like Beverly, Lawrence 
and Boston, but 15,000 like that of 
Tewksbury. Today's airports may 
be compared to the railroad stations 
of the 1800's. People scream about 
airport service in Boston, but what 
would they do about it? 

It is surprising the amount of 
flights every day that are business 
oriented.

He said he had taken a "market- 
basket approach” to the whole 
problem and would need Reading 
Light's cooperation in obtaining 
figures and establishing the true 
value of the electric plant. 
Patterson also stated one of 
Wilmington’s primary objectives is 
to reduce electric power costs for 
all Wilmington customers and to 
manage continued low escalation of 
power costs. 

RMLB members questioned the 
accuracy of several figures in 
Patterson's report. For example, 
they pinpointed assumed sales 
figures projected under load 
forecast. While Patterson pointed 
to a most likely sales figure of 
1,05% a year and a high growth 
sales figure of 2.1% a year from 
1987 to 1990, board members said 
actual growth in Wilmington in 
1987 is 8%. Board members asked 
about purchase power figures,

The Massachusetts Audubon 
Society has given high marks to 
State Rep. James Miceli for his 
voting record on environmental 
issues during the past two 
legislative years. 

Miceli was near the top of the list 
of the 280 State Representatives and 
Senators with a 92 percent pro 
environmental voting record, 
according to statistics released by 
Gerard A. Bertrand, president of 
Mass.

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A Seaman's eyeview of the Persian Gulf 


The Persian Gulf, halfway 
between India and Egypt, is almost 
the size of California. It is a site 
from which the natives gather 
pearls, and around the borders of 
the Gulf are more than half the oil 
supplies of the world. 

In the past half century the 
Persian Gulf has grown 
tremendously in wealth and 
Strategic importance. The U.S. 
Navy has some ship repair facilities 
at Bahrain, and has landing rights 
for its airplanes at Masirah Island, 
‘on the South Coast of Oman. 

The Shatt Al Arab is a river 
which flows from Iraq to the Gulf. 
it is about 100 miles long. 
Traditionally, according to the 
Arab peoples, the Garden of Eden 
was situated at the head of the Shatt 
Al Arab, which is at the junction of 
the Tigris and Eupharates rivers. 


Basra (or Basrah) was, SO years 
ago, the center of a date palm 
growing industry. The population, 
by guess, was somewhere between 
20,000 and 40,000. 

The inhabitants were mostly 
Shi'ites, the most fundamental of 
the Moslem peoples, and were 
ruled by religious leaders culled 
Imams. The police and governing 
officials were more liberal, as 
much as they dared to be, 

There were a few Christians, 
descendants of peoples who had 
livd in the area for centuries. They 
were devoted to small trade. What 
the population of Basra is today is 
not known, but a few years ago, just 
before the current war started it 
had a population of half a million, 
thanks to oil being found in the 
neighborhood. 

Khorramsharr, in Iran, was for 
many years a small port on the 
Shatt Al Arab. Then, in 1942-3 the 
Russians and the British had a 
combined operation to open a road 
to Russia through Iran from the 
Indian Ocean. The Murmansk Run, 
north of Norway had been closed 
by German submarines and 
aircraft. 

The United States Army built a 
seaport along the river banks. It 
was over a mile long when the 
Daniel Boone, under the command 
of the writer, docked there in July 
1943 for a stay of 39 days. Later 
the port was made larger. It has 
been probably totally destroyed in 
the present war between Iraq and 
Iran, 

Kohrramsharr was 100 percent 
Shi'ite. The United States Army 
warned all Americans to never 
appear in the immediate area of a 
Mosque in any manner which the 
natives might resent. 

The United States established an 
airplane factory a short distance 
north of Khorramsharr in which it 
made fighters for delivery to 
Russia, There were a few American 
pilots who would test the planes on 
occasion, but one could always tell 
when a Russian was the pilot. 

The plane would appear at the 


door of the hangar. The engine 
would be started, and five seconds 
or less later, the plane would take 
off to fly to Russia. Never was 
there any warmup. 

‘The area temperature can only be 
described as "terrific." There was a 
recording thermometer in the 
captain's office, which, for 29 days 
never recorded anything below 108 
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degrees F., and that just before 
sunrise at 4 a.m. Then the 
temperature would start shooting 
for 130 or 140. The Daniel Boone, 
like other ships, had no air 
conditioning. 

The water temperature, in the 
Shatt Al Arab was a constant 97 
degrees F. 

During that war, as during the 
present time after the attack on the 
USS Stark, there were United States 
Senators who were constantly 
making trips to the area, to inspect 
and make suggestions on how the 
war should be fought. Every week 
or two a cavalcade of limousines 
would travel down the dock at 
about 50 or 60 miles an hour, 
which would be a signal that some 
more senators had arrived. 

Once it was Eleanor Roosevelt, 
wife of Franklin. No, she did not 
stop to say "hello." 


Abadan, near the south of the 
Shatt Al Arab, was one of the 
principal sources of oil, about half 
a century ago. It was completely 
under the control of a British oil 
company. Today it is probably 
totally destroyed, as a result of the 
war between Iraq and Iran. 


Kharg Island, about 150 miles 
south of Abadan is the principal oil 
exporting port of Iran today. It was 
established while the late Shah of 
Iran, Reza Pahlevi, was still alive. 
Being a dozen miles away from the 
coast, it is readily defensible by 
planes which are being capably 
handled, 

The writer believes a large 
amount of the oil shipped goes to 
Japan, 

In the past year Iraq has bombed 
Kharg Island several times, but 
seemingly without any permanent

. Fish just get bigger as time goes 
by. Some are caught, but all too 
often the biggest ones keep right on 
swimming through the years. In 
‘one of New Hampshire's big lakes 
ee ‘swims to this day a legendary 
lake trout named "King Farouk.” 
My dad (who has since moved his 
Canoe to God's bass pond) always 
became furious whenever I made 
mention of "King Farouk,” and I 
never knew why. To him, it was 
“the one that got away,” and only 
rarely would he tell the tale. 
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Recently, however, I learned the 
truth behind the giant fish. 

Many long moons ago, dear old 
Dad was ice fishing on New 
Hampshire's big Lake Winnisquam 
with my uncle, John Murray of 
Tyngsboro, a dyed-in-the-wool- 
piaid outdoorsman if ever there 
was one, The flag went up on one 
of Uncle John's tip-ups, and a few 
seconds later my Dad was running 
for a flag of his own. 

When Uncle John got to his 
tip-up, the line was zinging away. 
Lake trout customarily take off at

high speed, and this was certainly a 
laker. The line on Dad's tip-up was 
also speeding away, in the general 
direction of Canada. 

As Uncle John was fighting his 
fish, he found another hook snarled 
on his rig, and noted the direction 
of the line -- straight toward Dad's 
tip-up. John eventually hauled in a 
small laker, under two pounds. 

But Uncle John never could resist 
a practical joke, so he yanked hard 
on Dad's line and heard a whoop of 
joy. John's brother-in-law Mike 
was standing beside him, and they 
shared a conspiratorial smile, 

Uncle John, it should be noted, 
has a devilish sense of humor. One 
of his pranks, in fact, is still vivid in 
my mind even after some 30 years. 

Uncle John had found an ancient 
raccoon coat we had lying around 
the house, and took it with him as 
he quietly slid out the front door. 
My siblings and I (all of us under 
ten years old) were playing near the 
back door, and never noticed his 
departure. What a mistake. 

Well, Uncle John sneaked up to 
the back door on all fours, pulled 
the fur coat over his head, then 
started pounding on the door. 

Being naturally curious, we 
swung the door open wide. If we 
had been a bit older, we might have 
questioned why an enormous bear 
was knocking on our door, right 
here in suburban Massachusetts. 
Instead, we screamed like hell. 

Oh man, there were puddles on 
the floor from that one. 

Anyway, back to King Farouk. 

Dad was absolutely certain he had 
a world-class laker on the line, and 
the battle raged on for over a half 
hour. He said he even caught a brief 
glimpse of the fish as it swam by the 
hole, and he said you could see 
nothing but the colorful side of a 
lake trout filling the entire hole. It 
was enormous, Dad said. 


John eventually wearied of the 
game, and clipped Dad's line. 
According to my uncle, you could 
hear poor Dad swearing from here 
to Texas, and in eight languages. 

Even after John later presented 
him with his broken line and 
missing hook, Dad refused to 
believe it. Dad even nicknamed the 
fish "King Farouk,” after a portly 
Middle Eastern monarch in power 
at the time, and for years he told the 
story of the monster laker that cut 
his line by shearing it against the 
sharp edge of the ice fishing hole. 
To his dying day, Dad believed in

would come to us with their 
little stomachs bloated with 
malnutritional anemia. We 
were able to make a visible 
difference in their lives,” he 
recalls. 

After the war, he came to 
“the States” to specialize at 
Loma Linda University School 
of Medicine in California. 
That’s where he met Margaret, 
who was studying to be a family 
Practitioner. During 
Margaret’s junior year, the 
couple married and began 
forming a life built on a tri- 
cornered foundation of 
medicine, family and a strong 
faith in God. 

“We've never tried to 
separate our life into distinct 
parcels. It’s always worked 
better for us to blend it all 
together. When the children 
were small, I would take them 
to the office with their 
babysitter and feed them bet- 
ween appointments. Then, as 
they got a little older, we would 
often take them with us on 
rounds at the hospital,” recalls 
Margaret. 


Medicine is a way of life with 
us. It always has been,” com. 
ments Ernest. But their family 
has also been central to their 
lives, so when Margaret found 
family practice too upsetting to 
their growing family life, she 
revised her life’s plan. 

“It was too disruptive to the 
family to leave in the middle of 
the night for obstetrical 
patients. So I decided to 
specialize in ophthalmology. It 
seemed like a natural way to go;’ 
she observes. 

Ophthalmology was indeed 
the “natural way to go” for 
Margaret, who at 16 had been 
stricken with retinitis. In the 
five months she spent confined 
to a dark room, she learned 
what it meant to live without 
sight. The experience gave her 
an appreciation for the gift of 
sight, ‘and a deep sensitivity for 
people with vision problems. 

Sensitivity to the problems of 
others has been a hallmark of 
their joint medical career. They 
set that tone early in their life 
together, when they took 
positions as missionary 
physicians in Puerto Rico. 
There, they worked with a 
number of disadvantaged 
groups, including handicapped 
children. 


Upon returning home five 
years later, the Horsleys looked 
for a place close to the ocean, 
with the changing seasons they 
love, and the educational op- 
portunities they wanted for 
their then teenaged children.

Along with traveling to see his 
children and grandchildren, 
“who are scattered all over the 
country,” he plans to write a 
book about sinus disease and 
treatment. He'll also spend 
more time pursuing his unof- 
ficial avocation as mat- 
chmaker. In his office, he keeps 
a list of eligible patients and 
friends, and helps them find 
marriage partners with similar 
interests and goals in life. 

“I'm a great supporter of 
marriage. Our marriage has 
been so wonderful, that we want 
to help everyone find that same 
happiness,” he says. 

But no matter how their lives 
change, the Horsleys say their 
day will begin, as it always has, 
with a prayer asking for 
guidance in helping others “in 
some special way.” And it will 
end, whenever possible, with a 
walk together at sunset.
